Burglary pays. Legitimate busi- 
nesses may ponder tomorrow's 
uncertainties, but burglary- 
booms, with nearly two break- 
ins a minute. Burglars can 
afford to be cocky about it: 
there is only one conviction for 
about every 90 burglaries. 

Sir Rober Mark, former 
Commissioner of the Metro- 
politan Police, says the public 
fears burglary more than any 
other crime but is ly 
unaware of the situation. 
“There is a general, widespread 
and entirely mistaken çoncep- 
tion that the police and courts 
arc an adequate and effective 
deterrence to burglary. It just 
simply isn"t true.”

Words which have been uscd 
for centuries both by ordinary 
pcople and philosophers to 
describe attributes of' the human 
mind are used to describe the 
observed performance of com- 
puters and 1hcir associated 
programs without hesitation:

ing. perceplion. cognition. are 
used without any aiempt at a 
limiting definition. 

This usc of the adjcctive
